The third Zeppelin raid over EnR- 
land since the early part of last week 
occurre-a last night.

The British admiralty 
announced 
that a British aviator destroyed a 
Zeppelin over Belgium. 


A wireless dispatch from Berlin, 
which escaped 
the 
British censor, 
gave in an official announcement the 
location of the places attacked 
m 
the Zeppelin 
raid 
of 
last Friday 
night. 
It is stated 
the 
fortified 
mouth of the Humber and the naval 
port of Harwich, both on the east 
coast of England, were visited and 
that 
many 
bombs 
were 
dropped, 
causing considerable damage. 


Heavy fighting is again in progress 
at various points along the western 
front. 
The French war office today 
announced the capture of two lines 
of German trenches over a front of 
1,200 yards near Hebuteme and the 
repulse of German attacks north of 
the Aisne. 
T^ie German 
statement 
declared that the French attack at 
Hebuterne was unsuccessful and that 
the French had been beaten in an ad- 
vance near Soissons, with the ex- 
ception of one point, at which they 
penetrated the outer German works. 


In Galicia the victorious advance 
of 
the Austro-German 
forces con- 
tinue. 
Telegrams from Vienna 
say 
that Lemberg, held by the Russians 
since the early part of the war, may 
be taken at 
any 
moment by the 
Teutonic allies. 


The French mine layer, Casabianca, 
was sunk by a mine in the Aegean 
with a probable loss of about sixty 
men. 


German submarines sank the Brit- 
ish steamers, Star of the West and 
Sunlight, with no loss of life. 


London, June

m.)—It 
»ras announced at the admiralty this aft- 
ernoon that a Zeppelin \isited the east 
coast of England last night, dropping 
incendiary and explosive bombs. 


Five persons were killed and 
forty 
were injured. 
Two fires were caused by 
the incendiary bombs. 


Following the capture of the Russian 
position at Przemysl the Germans ap- 
parently have sent heavy reinforcements 
to the western line, where there are dis- 
tinct signs of a resumption of the oi- 
fensive on the 
part of the 
invaders. 
Nevertheless, the French report a slow 
and uninterrupted advance in the sector 
north of Arras, 
and important 
gains 
north of the Aisne. 


According to a French ofTicial report 
French 
troops 
after a 
very 
effective 
bombardment at a point east of Tracy- 
le-Mont, and north of the river Aisne 


carred two successive lines of trenches 
on a front of one kilometer 
together 
with several German works. 


Brings Down a Zeppelin. 


Details of the blowing to pieces of a 
Zeppelin 
by British airmen over Bel- 
gium are given in a statement issuod 
by the admiralty this afternoon. 
The 
statement follows: 


"This morning at 2:30 an attack was 
made on the airship shed at Evere, north 
of Brussels by Flight Lieutenants Wil- 
son and Mills. 
Bombs -were dropped and 
the shed was observed to be in flames. 


"It is not know whether a Zeppelin 
was inside, but the 
flames 
reached 
great height, 
coming out 
from 
both 
sides of the shed. 
Both pilots returned 
safely. 


"At 
3 o'clock this 
morning 
Flight 
Sub-Lieutenant

Zeppelin in the air between Ghent anrt 
Brussels. 
At 6,000 feet he dropped six 
bombs, and the air ship exploded, fell 
to the ground and burned for a con- 
siderable time. 


"The force of the explosion 
caused 
the Moräne monoplane to turn 
upside 
down. 
The pilot succeeded in righting 
the machine, but had to make a forced 
landing in the enemy's country. 
How- 
ever, he was able to re-start his ma- 
chine. and returned safely to the aero- 
drome." 


Advance Continues. 


In the east the Austro-German 
ad? 
vanee is continuing with eastei^i Galicia 
figuring 
prominently as the 
objective. 
This move is regarded in London as po- 
litical, the idea of the Germans and Aus- 
trian» being to exert an influence upon 
Rumania. 


Petrograd announces a Russian suc- 
cess along the river Pruth near Kolomea, 
where the Austro-Germans are said to 
have been forced hack across the river. 
Petrograd says also that the Russian 
lines of defense must be readjusted on 
account of the use of poisonous gases by 
the Germans. 
The reason for 
this 
is 
that these works, technically correct un- 
der the ordinary conditions of warfare, 
become death traps when exposed to this 
new engine 
of hostility. 
The 
fighting 
along the central section of the 
river 
Isonzo has developed a series of fierce 
engagements with the Italians 
finding 
stronger opposition than they hitherto 
have met, the Austrians being formida- 
bly entrenched.

On Tuesday evening the city council will be called upon to elect 
h member of the city school board for the ensuing term of three 
years to succeed Jesse Macbeth, who is content to retire after hav- 
ing served as a member of the board for the past six years. The op- 
portunity is now at band for the city council to take a pronounced 
Step forward and place on the board of education a representative 
jDf the womanhood and the motherhood of the city. Will it rise to 
Ithe occasion or will it follow beaten paths and be governed by 
archaic custom, political consideration or ill-advised pledges or im- 
plied promises made one, two or three years ago in which the public 
which supports the schools was not consulted ? 


For years The Sentinel has contended that in simple justice no 
less than for the best interests of schools there should be a woman 
¡dh the governing board of this most important of all public under- 
takings. "We do not think even the most radical opponents of the 
idea will have the temerity to question the value of the mother's 
interest in her children, her counsel, her advice, her sympathy, her 
understanding, her watchfulness and her care in their training and 
development into useful and wholesome manhood and womanhood. 
Will anyone dispute the contention that this service of love, so long 
the very foundation of home, cannot be logically extended in in- 
creasing usefulness to the school ? 


There are those who offer as objection to a woman on the board 
the contention that its functions are largely of a business character 
and do not involve close contact with actual class-room work, yet 
the school board member who doing his full duty will not neglect to 
keep in very close touch with the class-room. 
The board member 
who does not visit the schools frequently and know by observation 
what is being done there is not measuring up to his job. But grant- 
ing for the moment that the board duties more largely involve mat- 
ters of business than details of instruction, will any body contend 
that mere man has any monopoly on business judgment and sagac- 
ity? Will it be denied that in more cases than perhaps is generally 
suspected the business success for which the man is given credit, 
which he complacently accepts, is in point of fact due to the keen 
judgment, intuition and advice of the wife to whom he has gone for 
counsel? Man is assuming too much when he denies the business 
judgment and the sound common sense of thei American woman 


^ d a y . 


At this time the women of Fort Wayne have united upon Mrs. 
lAora G. Detzer as their candidate for membership on the school 
board.

respect our rights; in entangling 
alli- 
ances with none; in reasonable prepara- 
tions for national defense by sea and 
land; in shirking no sacrifice needed to 
hand down to the future the priceless 
treasures bequeathed to ug by the past;

It is reassuring to T^now the state de- 
partment of public health is out on the 
trail of the unspeakable stale egg. The 
aiithoritirs, directed bj' the pure food 
commissioner, H. E. Barnard, are 
to 
make a special efTort from this time on 
to prevent the bad egg from getting into 
the home of the unsuspecting consumer. 


One or two bad ones in a dozen is not 
fatal to the injured purchaser, but when 
this is multiplied by' millions of pur- 
chases the state over, in the run of the 
j ear, the loss to the public looms enor- 
mous, and the robbery is most serious. 


Then, too, there is the anguish 
of 
spirit that goes with the innocent ven- 
ture of the hopeful consumer who, hav- 
ing bitten into the stale egg of com- 
merce, suddenly realizes iji all his re- 
volting senses that there is something 
rotten in the immediate vicinity. 
This 
anguish of spirit cannot be estimated 
in terms of millions; it is beyond com- 
putation. 


Some years ago the bad egg was so 
prevalent that the virtuous egg was a 
real embryonic rare bird. The law came 
down on the dealers, and radical reform 
resulted from supervision.

message until safely after the election. 
The vote itself, however, is the signifi- 
cant thing for us. 


"The argument which 
defeated our 
amendment was the state's rights argu- 
ment. 
Yet compare it to the vote on 
the prohibtion amendment three weeks 
before and we find that seventy-two men 
who voted against us voted for the pro- 
hibition 
amendment, 
which is a pro- 
nounced restriction of the so-called sov- 
ereign rights of the states. 
They voted 
for the prohibition amendment because 
their states or districts made organized 
demand that they do so. 
A little later 
forty-three 
anti-suffrage 
congressmen 
voted against a child-labor bill—because 
the mill-owners of 
their districts 
de- 
manded that their property interests be 
protected against ruthless humanitarians 
who would insure to little children the 
rights of their childhood, but not one of 
these forty-three voted against, a na- 
tional convict labor bill in this same 
congress—because 
the 
labor organiza- 
tions insisted that free laboi- be protect- 
ed against convict labor. 


"Now it is true prohibitionists 
and 
labor unions have votes and woman suf- 
fragists have not. 
But to some extent 
we suffragists can do what they do. We 
have believed in organized congressional 
district campaigns ever since our com- 
mittee began its work and the vote in 
congress last winter proved the value of 
our plan.

Xumerous letters, 
papers and newspaper clippings found 
upon him give color to the suspicion 
that he is a "shover of the queer," and 
may have had something to do with tlie 
circulation of counterfeit money in this 
and other cities near by. 


\\Tiitaker is aged 30, years and saj's 
ho comes from Atlanta, Ga., ajid ^that 
his father is a Baptist minister in the 
south. 
He has been here about three 
weeks and posing as a detective and the

agents. 
His attempt to fleece a young 
farmer of $50 on pretense of getting him 
employment as a sleuth caused him to 
be hunted up and arrested. He had tried 
at first to mulct his victim for $500. 


With WTiitaker was a 
yoiuig Irish 


girl who posed as his wife at a West 
Main street rooming-house. 
Both were 
arrested and for a time stuck to the 
story that they were married, but finally 
the girl weakened and said she was sim- 
ply his mistress. She told Police Matron 
Fannie M. Winch that sh© had been for 
several months a novitiate in a Catholic 
sisterhood's convent in Indianapolb, but 
that finding she had no vocation had 
withdrawn. 
Rev. Father Joseph F. De- 
laney, pastor of St. Patrick's Catholic 
church, here was consulted and by tele- 
phone with ecclesiastical authorities in 
Indianapolis, learned that such part of 
the girl's story was true. 


The young woman, who insists her 
true name is Catherine Grealiy, says 
while going to and from church in In- 
dianapolis she repeatedly met WTiitaker 
and finally became acquainted with him.

Whether Witaker is a dangerous crim- 


inal or merely a "nut" the police, have 
not yet made out. Numerous letters, 
papers and newspaper clippings found 
upon him give color to the suspicion 
that he is a "shover of the queer," and 
may have had something to do with the 
circulation of counterfeit money in this 
and other cities near by. 


Whitaker is aged 30 years and says 


he comes from Atlanta.. Ga.. and tha' 
his father is a Baptist minister in .tho 
south. He. has been here a.bout three 
weeks and posing as a detective and the 
representative of a detective agency 
authorized to employ 
secret service 


agents. His attempt to fleece a young 
farmer of $50 on pretense of getting him 
employment as a sleuth caused him to 
be hunted up and arrested. He had tried 
at first to mulct his victim for $500. 


With Whitaker was a young Irish 


girl •who posed as his wife at a West 
Main'street rooming-house. Both were 
arrested and for a time stuck to the 
story that they were married, but finally 
the girl weakened and said she was sim- 
ply his mistress. She told Police Matron 
Fannie M. Winch, that she had been for 
several months a novitiate in a Catholio 
sisterhood's convent in Indianapolis, but 
that finding she had no vocation had 
withdrawn. Bev. Father Joseph F. De- 
laney, pastor of St. Patrick's Catholic 
church, here was consulted and by tele- 
phone with ecclesiastical authorities in 
Indianapolis, learned that such part of 
the girl's story was true. 


The young woman, who insists her 


true name is Catherine Greally, says 
while going to and from church in In- 


ianapolis she repeatedly met Whitaker 
nd finally became acquainted with-him. 
Jnder promise of marriage she had kept 
lis company, but he put off the cere- 
mony on one pretext and another, final- 
ly luring her to Huntington, -where lie 
said they could be •wed. There he gare 
ler further excuses and brought her to 
Fort Wayne. Her case has been contin- 
ued until July 7 and she is released on 


own recognizance. Arrangements for 


a good home for her and proper care • 
have been made. 


That Whitaker is a 'lady's man" is 


indicated by his correspondence, his pic- 
ture rards and other 
evidences, but 


scarcely by his personal appearance. He 
had stated to the farmer 'whom he tried 
to victimize that he was sent to this 
part of the country to investigate the 
murder of Mrs. Arvilla t/arr at Hunting- 
ton a week ago. The local police think 
Huntington officials may establish some 
connection between Whitaker and the 
crime in that city and have notified them. 
\Vhitaker admits he was arrested in 
Tennessee for using the mails to defraud 
and served six months and 'was also ar- 
rested for carrying weapons. He will be 
thoroughly investigated.
